The route of the proposed high level, 
gravity sewer through this city which 
is to drain the Charles and Neponset 
river valleys, approximately as 
follows: 

The sewer proper would begin at the 
sand catcher on Nut island, 11 ft. 4 in. 
by 12 ft. in size internally, with its 
invert 110 feet above datum. This size 
continue through Quincy to a 
point near Hancock street, the sewer 
rising at the rate of 1 ft., in 3,500 ft., 
and attaining an elevation of 116.05. It 
would be covered by an enbankment 
between Nut island and the main land, 
and would be built by tunnel through 
Quincy Great hill. Between this point

Quincy Point Fire. 


The alarm from Box 76, at 5.40 San- 
day night, was for a stubborn fire in a 
house at Quincey Point owned by C. 
Patch & Son and occupied by 
Alexander Pitts and Joseph Burke. 
The house is situated in the rear of 
Mr. Patch’s stable which it adjoins, 
and was ina very dangerous locality. 
The only way to reach the house was 
by a round about route through the 
coal yard, and through this three lines 
of hose were carried. There is no 
artificial light in this lvcality and it 
was with difficulty it was got at, and 
even tben the firemen had hard work 
to see what they were doing.

Strike Situation. 


It looks now as though the granite 
trouble in Quincy would be of longer 
duration than it did on March 1 
when the men went out. After news 
had been received of a settlement in 
Barre at 35 cents per hour,the question 
of whether it was average or minimum 
still being in doubt, it was thought by 
many, to only be a few days before 
an agreement would be reached in 
Quincy as the Manufacturers here had 
made an offer of 33 cents per hour. 

It was erpected by many that at the 
meeting of the New England Associa- 
tion, announced to be held Saturday 
action would be taken that would go a 
long way toward settling the difficulty. 
It did not, however, and the time 
when this strike will be settled re- 
mains an open question. 

According to the reports of the New 
England Association meeting of Satur- 
day as published in the Sunday papers, 
the Association with little debate, re- 
fused to sanction the proposition of the 
Quincy manufacturers to settle on the 
Barre schedule, and also not to grant 
the compromise as made by the Barre 
association. 

Unless the latter association is loyal 
to the New England Association, it 
looks as though Barre would be forced 
out of the New England Association.

‘*The press committee of the Quincy 
branch of the Granite Cutters’ National 
Union, having read the various state- 
ments regarding the stand taken by the 
workmen in Quincy, feel justified in 
giving to the publica brief statement 
of the existing conditions, aud hepe 
that the more conservative class, and

‘*The eight-hour day by 
the workmen—eight hours for work, 
eight for rest and eight for recreation 
—is an equal division of hours. This 
standard, or division, has the indorse- 
ment of all labor organizations in the 
United States, and in every city in the 
commonwealth where the question was 
submitted to a referendum vote it re- 
ceived the approval of the citizens, 
proving beyond a doubt that public 
opinion is favorable to the adoption of 
the eight-hour day. 

**Many employers—in fact,a majority 
of them—admit that the men are en- 
titled to and should receive the amount 
asked, and they (the em- 
ployers) say they would willingly pay 
the same if the market would stand the 
increased cost which must follow the 
The workmen say 
that in the New England states alone 
a large number of the firms have 
settled, the price list accepted by these 
firms being formed upon the same basis 
principle as that desired by the Quincy 
granite cutters, and they believe that 
the employer who conducts business in 
Quincy can pay as large a wage rate as

‘So, taking into consideration the 


arduous work performed, the great 
skill required, the ever present dangers 
of loss of eyesight from flying stone 
chips and pieces of steel, the shortness 
of life by reason of the granite dust 
acting in an injurious manner upon 
the lungs, the increased cost of the 
necessaries of life, which is fully 25 
per cent., the workmen would seem to 
be justified in requesting that the 
present conditions be so changed or 
improved, as will result in their receiy- 
ing their proportional share of that 
prosperity which some people say is 
now ‘sweeping throughout the land.”’ 

Another meeting of the two com- 
mittees, representing the Quincy Manu- 
facturers’ Association and Cutters’ 
Union was held Monday night, at the 
rooms of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association in Durgin & Merrill’s 
block. 

It was not anticipated that the meet- 
ing would result in a settlement of the 
difficulties, although it was hoped that 
this wasacase where the unexpected 
would happen. 

After the meeting was ca!led to order, 
the mauufacturers renewed their offer 
of an eight-hour day and an average 
price of 33 cents, and the cutters re- 
newed their demand for eight hours 
and a minimum price of 35 cents per 
hour. 

The. matter was discussed at length 
by the two committees, but as neither 
side would change their offer or de- 
mand, the meeting adjourned without 
date. 

The contract as adopted in Barre 
was exhibited, so that all could read, 
yet for all that the manufacturers still 
say the settlement reads 35 cents aver- 
age while the cutters say it reads 35 
cents minimum. 

As the two committees have failed 
to agree, and no arrangement has been 
made for a future meeting, it looks 
very much as though the worst fears 
were to be realized, and that there 
would be a prolonged strike. The 
final outcome of the Barre matter may 
have some influence upon a settlement 
in Quincy, but just when that will be 
settled, as far as the New England 
Association is concerned, is an open 
question. 

There are a few men at work in 
Quincy, as the Cutters’ Union have 
given the men five days in which to 
complete the stones upon which they 
were at work. As the five days ex- 
pire this week, the strike will be begun 
in earnest when the five days expire. 

It seems rather strange to the lay- 
man that this year, as in previous 
years, the manufacturers and cutters 
at Barre have always been the first to 
reach an agreement, and they have not 
been long in doing it. There must be 
something wrong somewhere, or 
Quincy would net be behind the times. 
If Barre keeps on as it has in the past 
few years, it will not be long in wiping 
out the granite industry of Quincy. 

It is generally regretted that the 
manufacturers and cutters did not 
reach an agreement of some kind, for 
aprelonged strike means disaster for

Meyer of Houghs Neck sent 
munication to the City Council 
ing that body for the interest 
taken in endeavoring to get better 
street railway service for that section 
of the city, and stating that in the near 
future a new line would be built.
